1 No spirit or fermented liquor slnll be imported from 
Elasbmir into tbe United Provinces, except (1) by tbe rente over' 
tbe Kobala suspension bridge and tbrougb Murree, or (2) by 
the Jammu and Sialkot route 

2 Except under the provision of rule 5, no person shall import 
spirit or fermented liquor manufactured in ISlashmlr into the United 
Provinces unless he holds a license in some district of the United 
Provinces for either the irholesale or the retail vend of imported- 
spirit or fermented liquor 

3 Every person holding such license, who desires to import 
spirit or fermented liquor manufactured in Kashmir into the

strength of the contents. The above particulars should corres- 
pond with those entered in the letter of advice. 

3. The Financial Commissioner of the Panjfib will appoint 

a place or places for the reception, examination, and storage of 
all spirits imported under bond from Shdhjahdnpur, and such 
places shall be called bonded warehouses. ^ 

4. Spirits imported under bond shall be brought into a 
bonded warehouse within one month from the date of the pass 
under which they were removed from the distillery, after which they 
will not be admitted, unless it be shown to the satisfaction of the 
Deputy Commissioner of the district where the bonded ware- 
house is situated that there was sufficient cause for the delay which 
has occurred in transit.
